Two hundred miners at 
Back Mountain, which is about three 
Biles from Kck ley, went on strik e and 
started toward the Eck ley mine. The 
laperintendent of the Eck ley colliery 
telegraphed 
to General 
Gobin for 
rroops, but later the request was with­ 
drawn, the superintendent notifying 
the general that the strik ing miners 
had stopped marching. 
Later General Gobm received a tele­ 
gram stating that these miners had 
again assembled ; had marohed on the 
Kck ley mines and forced the miners to 
qait work . 
It was stated in the dis­ 
patch that ’ e miners had been roughly 
handled by iiie strik ers. 
General 
Gobin ordered the 
City 
troop of Philadelphia to go to the scene 
of the 
disturbance. 
Tne 
trooper? 
rode across the mountains, a distance 
of IH miles to Eck ley. 
Eck ley is a 
gmall village and lies in a valley. 
There are a number of collieries there, 
and fears have been entertained for the 
past 48 hours that trouble would break 
out, as the men had been acting very 
ugly. 
The sitnation in the Hazleton district 
is one of unrest. The collieries in this 
district are apprehensive of danger. 
Requests have been pouring in to (ien- 
eral (iobin from the various mines ask ­ 
ing that he send troops to the places in 
order to prevent any possible outbreak . 
The general states that he will not send 
troops to any point unless an outbreak 
does occur. The general declines to 
give the names of the collieri* s, as all 
the men in them are still at work . The 
operators, however, are apprehensive of 
a strik e, and want to be prepared for 
any emergency.

At the same time Surgeon 
Carter telegraphed from noean Springs 
that four cases of yellow fever existed 
at Berk ley, that there had been eight 
cases k nown to be yellow' fever, and 
that two exiKieed physicians were at 
Vancleave and Scranton, practically 
nndcr guard. 
Surgeon Carter, who has been at 
Ocean Springs, was ordered to proceed 
to New Orleans to aid in inspection of 
outgoing trams and steamljoats already 
begun by the assistant surgeon, Nor­ 
man. 
Surgeon \Vasdin. who has been at 
Ocean Springs for some time, has been 
tak en ill. This information came from 
Surgeon Murray, who did not state the 
nature of the illness, but Dr. Wyman 
supiMises it to be yellow fever. Surgeon 
Murray has engaged a nurse and will 
care for him. Dr. Wasdiu has been 
actively engaged since the outbreak of 
yellow fever at Ocean Springs, and was 
present at the first autopsy at which the 
conclusion w’as readied that the dis­ 
ease was yellow jack .

of the iutorniatiou gleaned from all 
available sources is not, however, of a 
character to warrant the exp* ctatioii or 
the fear, according as the matter is re­ 
garded from the consumers’ or the 
producers’ point of view, of any mater­ 
ial cheapening of wheat until another 
crop is in sight with a prospect of amp­ 
ler stock s. 
According to Beerbohm’s estimate of 
this year’s crop there is a deficiency of 
1IH,000,(XKi bushels in European coun­ 
tries, as compared with their average 
product for tne .six years—18 01-18 00— 
an average which includes the excep­ 
tionally small crop of 1801. To mak e 
up the defi(iency little help is to be ex­ 
pected from India, Argentina or Aus- 
traliasia for months to come, and so far 
as Europe will have to import a larger 
quantity than usnal she will have to 
draw it* mainly from Nmth America, 
and especially from the United States, 
the Canadian contribution being rele- 
tively small.

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The Strikers Forced Them Out 
Near Hazleton, Pa. 


SOBIN SENT TROOPS TO ECKLEY. 


H a z l e t o n , Pa., Sept. 
1 4 .— Trouble 
had broken oat at Ooze Bros, colliery, 
at Eckley. 
Two hundred miners at 
Book Mountain, which is about three 
miles from Eckley, went on strike aud 
started toward the Eckley mine. 
The 
mperintendent of the Eckley colliery 
telegraphed 
to General 
Gobin for 
troops, but later the request was with­ 
drawn, th© superintendent notifying 
the general that the striking miners 
had stopped marching. 
Later General Gobin received a tele­ 
gram stating that these miners had 
again assembled ; had marched on the 
Eckley tniues and forced the miuers to 
quit work. 
It was stated iu the dis­ 
patch that 1 e miners had been roughly 
dandled by ,lie strikers. 
General 
Gobin ordered the 
City 
troop of Philadelphia to go to the scene 
of the 
disturbance. 
Toe 
troopers 
rode aeri es the mountains, a distance 
of 18 miles to Eckley. 
Eckley is a 
small village and lies in a valley. 
There are a number of collieries there, 
and fears have been entertained for the 
past 48 hours that trouble would break 
out, aa the men had been acting very 
ugly. 
The situation in the Hazleton district 
is one of unrest. 
The collieries in this 
district are apprehensive of danger. 
Requests have been pouring in to Gen­ 
eral Gobin from the various mines ask­ 
ing that he send troops to the places in 
order to prevent any possible outbreak. 
The general states that he will not send 
troops to any point unless an outbreak 
does occur. 
The general declines to 
give the names of the collieries, as all 
the men in chem are still at work. The 
operators, however, are apprehensive of 
a strike, and want to be prepared for 
any emergency. 
two mine superintendents in this 
immediate vicinity have asked General 
Uobiu to place guards around their 
houses. 
This will be doue. 
General 
Gobin will not make public the names 
of the superintendents who made the 
request. 
Two actresses, who are playing in a 
theater here, overheard a conversation 
on the main street of Hazleton to this 
effect. 
They were passing a group of 
miners and overheard one of them re­ 
mark : 
“I’ve got the material, but I 
don’t know how to mix the it—d stuff. 
lf I did I would blow them up tonight.” 
This information was sent to General 
Gobin, and, as he had already heard 
mutterings from other sources, he sent 
guards to the houses of the two mine; 
superintendents. 
General Gobin expressed himself to a 
reporter as follows : 
“The quiet is an 
unnatural quietness.” 
There are no doubt that fears are en­ 
tertained that before the end of the 
week the whole region may be on 
strike. 
The McAdoo men, who decided on 
Saturday to return to work, held a 
meeting last night that lasted until a 
very late hour. The result could not be 
learned, but the advisability of not re­ 
turning to work was not touched upou. 
The gravity of the situation is made 
apparent from the thorough and rigor- 
ous manner in which the commander 
is handling his men. 
The signal corps 
of the regiments have been stationed on 
hilltops about Hazleton and the sur- j 
rounding hamlets where trouble 
is( 
feared. 
Several are marked by tents 
with men on the lookout. 
The signal­ 
ing was done by flags and worked sue* | 
cessfully. 
The stations cover a dis­ 
tance or four miles, and at the nearest 
point to Hazleton couriers are stationed 
to carry the reports to the general. 
About a dozen soldier couriers on bicy­ 
cles have also done good work. 
They 
were selected from among the men ac­ 
customed to riding and tne wheels were 
obtained here. 
General Gobin will send company 
details to all the surrounding country 
to remain there in the event of trouble. 
The record-breaking time made by 
the militia in reaching the ground has

The platform, originally intended for 
the street in front of the building, had 
been erected before the altar, aud here 
the ten coffins were laid, while Father 
Aust a and uumber of Polish priests 
celebrated pontifical high mass. 
In the meantime a gang of miuers in 
the cemetery were blasting rock to 
make space for a large circular grave, 
in whicU all the bodies were interred. 
There were brief services at the grave 
and several of the clergyman made ad­ 
dresses, urging the miners to maintain 
order and to remain quietly at their 
homes. 
General Gobin kept his word, if the 
priests did uot. During all of the march 
and the ceremonies there was not a sign 
of a soldier.

the stockyards near the hotel were sta­ 
tioned a battery and a detachment of 
cavalry ready to move on call.

W a s h i n g t o n , Sept. 14.—The follow­ 
ing relating to the wheat situation is 
an abstract from the complete monthly 
report of Mr. John Hyde, the statisti­ 
cian of the agricultural department, 
w hich was issued today : 
High prices? for wheat have, for sev­ 
eral weeks pant, been bringing out sup­ 
plies quite freely, aud increased sup­ 
plies here, in turn. reacted upon prices, 
causing some decline from the highest 
figures of August. 
The general tenor 
of the information gleaned from all 
available sources is not, however, of a 
character to warrant the expectation or 
the fear, according as the matter is re­ 
garded from the consumers’ or the 
producers' point of view, of any mater­ 
ial cheapening of wheat until another 
crop is in sight with a prospect of amp­ 
ler stocks. 
According to Beerbohm’s estimate of 
this year’s crop there is a deficiency of 
118,(BX),OOO bushels in European coun­ 
tries, as compared with their average 
product for the six years—1891*189#— 
an average which includes the excep­ 
tionally small crop of 1X9J. 
To make 
up the deficiency little help is to be ex­ 
pected from India, Argentina or Aus- 
traliasia for months to come, and so far 
as Europe will have to import a larger 
quantity than usual she will have to 
draw it mainly from North America, 
and especially from the United States, 
the Canadian contribution being rela­ 
tively small.

E l p ertin en t* P ro v e th e R esisting P ow er 
o f Z eg len C loth. 
The Fourth United States infantry 
has been experimenting with the Zeglen 
cloth for protection against bullets, the 
invention of a monk of the order of 
Resurrectionists. 
A piece of the cloth 
consisting of five layers, 24 inches by 
15, aud \% inches in thickness, was 
affixed to a silhouette target represent­ 
ing the figure of a mau. 
Firing began 
at 400 yards with the Krag-Jorgenseu 
rifle. 
The steel cased ball used in this 
weapon has a remarkable penetrating 
power. 
At a distance of HOO yards it 
has gone through 22 inches of solid oak 
aud has imbedded itself 2? inches in 
packed sand. At 600 yards it has pierced 
a cadaver. 
The Zeglen cloth offered a 
stout opposition to the famous Krag- 
Jorgensen rifle bullet however. 
When 
the cloth covered target was struck at a 
range of 400 yards, Colonel Hall, from 
his post behind the butts, was surprised 
to see that the bullet had gone no farther 
than the first layer of cloth and had 
flattened out like a piece of putty. The 
marksmen drew IOO yards nearer aud 
fired again. 
The bullet broke through 
to the second layer of the cloth aud was 
again found to be shapeless, as though 
it had come into contact with steel. At 
200 yards the bullet went through four 
layers, lodging in the fifth.

The people of Wy oming are having a 
generous share of prosperous bu.siness 
rouditioiis. The two leading industries 
are sheep and cattle raising, and there 
is an increase this y ear over last in val­ 
ues of $ 5,0 0 0,0 0 0. The as.« essment rolls 
of the state for 180H show that there 
were assessed for taxation 29 7 ,240 head 
of cattle at an average valnation of 
$12.50. The ai’tnal number of cattle in 
the state, according to the most con­ 
servative estimates, was 500,000, and 
the average market value of these cattle 
on the range was $17 a head. This y ear 
there are 500,000 cattle, and the average 
price p» *r head on the range is $25. Sev­ 
eral big herds have been sold at this 
price, an increase of 
$0 a head in one 
y ear. These sales are noteworthy , too, 
for the reason that not for many y ears 
previous have there been any big cattle 
sales in the range country . The increased 
price means a direct gain to the cattle 
growers of W'y oming of $4,000,000 for 
one y ear. 
The cattle business of the state has 
for five or si* y ears been going out of 
the hands of the cattle barons or owners 
of immense herds and has been divided 
up among the small farmers and ranch­ 
men, who have from 100 to 1,000 cattle 
in connection with their farming enter­ 
prises, and this great gain in valnes has 
therefore been divided up among hun­ 
dreds of Wy oming citiajens. 
The advance in the sheep raising in­ 
dustry has be^n even more striking, al­ 
though not representing so large an in­ 
vestment. 
In 1896 the total number of 
sheep assessed in the state was 1,068 ,- 
063, valued at $1.7 ? a head. This rep­ 
resented perhaps one-half of the actual 
number of sheep, which is 
2,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
head. W’y omiiig wool is now selling for 
8 cents a pound more than it did in 
18 9 6, and, on the basis of eight pounds 
of wool to the fleece, sheep for their 
wool alone are worth 25 cents 
a head 
more than in 18 9 6. 
For mutton sheep 
are worth 50 cents a head more than 
in 18 9 6, making a total increase of 7 5 
cents a head over 1896. 
The average value per head of the 
2,000,000 sheep in the state in 189 6 was 
$8 , an aggregate of $6,000,000. 
The 
average value this y ear is $8 .7 5 per 
head, an aggregate of $7 ,600,000. 
The 
increased value to those engaged in the 
two industries is $5,600,000, which is 
I perhaps as great a sum as last y ear’s 
production of the Klondike mines.— 
New York Sun.

Any one who wants to get to New 
York while the present $5 rate is be­ 
ing q ooted would be foolish to go to a 
city passenger office and pay out 
$20 
for the privilege, especially as along 
w ith the $5 rate goes a car, only one 
passenger being allowed to a car on this 
route. 
While the trains on which this 
cheap rate is available do not leave 
from the union depots, and it is neces­ 
sary for passengers to embark at the 
Union stocky ards, that little inconven­ 
ience is offset by the saving of $15. 
The new’ way of getting to New York 
for a $5 bill is probably not known to 
a dozen railroad officials in Chicago. It 
can properly be termed “ the hog route, ” 
as the passengers who go by it travel 
with hogs and are way billed as hogs. 
Somewhere about the y ards is a man 
who acts as general passenger agent of 
“ the hog route.” 
One day recently a broken down, dis­ 
sipated y oung fellow, who not more 
than two y ears ago held a good position 
in a railroad office in Chicago, got a 
y earning for his home “ down east.’* 
He had not a cent, and none of his old 
friends would 
fix him out with trans­ 
portation. Finally , in some manner, he 
got knowledge of “ the hog route’’ and, 
succeeding in getting an old chum to 
once more lend him a five, he moved off 
! to the y ards, and it was his departure 
by this route that furnished the ma- 
t€U‘ial for this tale. 
Arriving at the stocky ards and nunt- 
, ing up the man who is making money 
off this scheme, he took the fellow to a 
train of hogs about to pull out for the 
east, opened the door of one of the cars, 
after getting {» ossession of the m an’s $5, 
told him to get in and then locked him 
In with the rest of the hogs. 
Not much ceremony attends the send 
ing of passengers by this route, each 
pa.ssenger being given a long black 
whip to keep the other hogs off and tlie 
way billiiig of the traveler as a hog.

The people of Wyoming are having a 
generous share of prosperous business 
conditions. 
The two leading industries 
are sheep and cattie raising, and there 
is an increase this year over last in val­ 
ues of 15,000,000. The assessment rolls 
of the state for 1890 show th at there 
were assessed for taxation 29<,940 head 
of cattie at an average valuation of 
$12.36. The actual number of cattle in 
the state, according to the most con 
Ber vat! ve estimates, was 500,000, and 
the average m arket value of these cattle 
on the range was $17 a head. This year 
there are 500,000 cattle, and the average 
price per head on the range is $25. Sev­ 
eral big herds have been sold at this 
price, an increase of $8 a head in one 
year. 
These sales are noteworthy, too, 
for the reason that not for m any years 
previous have there been any big cattie 
sales in the range country. The increased 
price means a direct gain to the cattle 
growers of Wyoming of $4,000,000 for 
one year. 
The cattle business of the state has 
for five or six years been going out of 
the hands of the cattle barons or owners 
of immense herds and has been divided 
up among the small farm ers and ranch­ 
men, who have from I OO to 1,000 cattle 
in connection w ith their farm ing enter­ 
prises, and this great gain in values has 
therefore been divided up among hun­ 
dreds of Wyoming citizens. 
The advance in the sheep raising in­ 
dustry has befcn even more striking, al­ 
though not representing so large an in­ 
vestment. 
In 1890 the total num ber of 
sheep assessed in the state was 1,068,- 
068, valued at $1.77 a head. 
This rep­ 
resented perhaps one-half of the actual 
num ber of sheep, which is 2,000,000 
head. Wyoming wool is now selling for 
8 cents a pound more than it did in 
1896, aud, on the basis of eight pounds 
of wool to the fleece, sheep for their 
wool alone are worth 25 cents a head 
more than in 1896. 
For m utton sheep 
are worth 50 cents a head more than 
in 1896, m aking a total increase of 75 
cents a head over 1896. 
The average value per head of the 
2,000,000 sheep in the state in 1896 was 
$8, an aggregate of $6,000,000. 
The 
average value this year is $8.75 per 
head, an aggregate of $7,500,000. 
The 
increased value to those engaged in the 
two industries is $5,500,000, whioh is 
perhaps as great a sum as last year’s 
production of the Klondike m ines.—

But such, nevertheless, is a fact, and 
this tale is told to show the railroad 
people th at with all of their shrewd­ 
ness somebody has gone them one bet­ 
ter and not only hoodwinked them, but 
has cut into the revenue of the roads 
regardless of the big associations organ­ 
ized and m aintained to prevent just 
such tricks. 
Any one who w ants to get to New 
York w hile the present $5 rate is be­ 
ing quoted would be foolish to go to a 
city passenger office and pay out $20 
for the privilege, especially as along 
w ith the $5 rate goes a car, only one 
passenger being allowed to a car on this 
route.

Albert Alexander Graham, a Topeka 
attorney, has invented and secured a 
patent on a pneumatic propeller which 
is experted to be a great innovation in 
marine propulsion. 
The invention consists of the employ 
ment of an air blast for propelling the 
vessel and includes an arrangement for 
causing the blast. 
Regarding his new 
invention Mr. Graham said: 
“ In carrying out my invention I era 
ploy a series of fans for generating an 
air blast, the fans being rotated at dif­ 
ferent speeds, as a blast thus generated 
will be of great force and pressure— 
that is, the air will become more and 
more compressed as it travels outward, 
thus causing a more solid impact with 
the water. 
In the example of my im 
provement there are four fans arranged 
in a row, one rearward of another, and 
all discharging into an air duct, which 
communicates with a passageway lead­ 
ing through the stern of the vessel. I he 
stern of the vessel curves rearward aud 
upward, aud the passageway is located 
just above the keel, so that the air blast 
w ill strike the water near the bottom 
of the vessel aud by its expansion and 
pressure against the stern of the vessel 
w ill force the vessel along.’’-—Topeka 
Capital.

W ashington. Sept. 14.—-Consul Gen­ 
eral Lee has had an extended conference 
at the state department with Secretary 
Sherman aud Judge Day, assistaut sec­ 
retary of state, during which the entire 
range of Cuban affairs was gone over. 
It was arranged that General Lee 
should proceed to Virginia and visit his 
family, holding himself in readiness to 
return on a telegraphic order when it 
was convenient for the president to see 
him. 
He left later in the day for the 
luterinount hotel at Covington, Va., 
where Mrs. Lee is spending the sum­ 
mer. 
All parties concerned declined 
positively to say anything as to the 
conference, but it is learned that it de­ 
veloped no new or startling phases of 
the Cuban situation. 
Both yellow fever and smallpox are 
carrying off many victims at Havana 
and through the interior and the week 
before General Lee left there were SO 
deaths from yellow fever at Havana, of 
which far the greater number was 
among the troops. 
As to whether General Lee will re­ 
turn to Cuba no definite information 
could be secured. 
It is said to depend 
much upon circumstances which nave 
uot vet developed and it is probable 
tbat neither the consul general nor the 
officials are as yet certain concerning 
his future movements.
